about wild turkeys here in the 
early days: 
There is no reason why wild 
turkey should not bi abundant in 
this state because there are va t 
expanses of acron growing brush 
and woods which would suppcrt 
faem were it no: for that bruitui 
instinct in man which causes him 
to shoot at everything he sees 
merely because it is a good shot. 
Two of the finest wild gobblers I 
ever saw were killed in this m an­ 
ner and the bodies of these birds, 
the finest meat that grows were 
left to .spoil because there were 
no means at hand for salting or 
coofiing or keeping them. When I 
was a boy wild turkey was so 
abundant on Jim Ned Creek and 
Pecan Bayou th a ’ they were kill­ 
ed. dressed and brought in*o Co­ 
manche by wagonloads and retail­ 
ed at two for 25c Tne dear old 
lady, beloved by all who kept the 
hotel always had the long table 
adorned 
with 
several 
of 
them. 
The vast number of these turke s 
was so great in Western Texas at 
that time and I often saw 
*o 
many of them that I nave not d ar­ 
ed to publish the fact that once 
upon a time I saw a conical hill 
almost 
as high as a 
ten-story 
building literally black with these 
birds which had swarmed over it 
probably in fear of some wild 
animal, cat or coy.»:e which had 
disturbed the surrounding feeding 
grounds. I had always hesitated in 
telling this story until recently I 
saw’ .mother one by C’apt. Jack 
Elgin who has only recently died 
and who was one of the most re­ 
liable and truthful frontiersman 
I ever knew
